father and thy mot !

Lord thy God giveth thee 
Home—that olace: so dear to the 
heart of each one of us—is even 
more precious in the sight of God, 
He is concerned about our homes 
and those who live in them, 

Right relationship between chil- 
dren and parents have much to do 
with the peace and prosperity of a 
community and a nation. Experi- 
ence has demonstrated that to be 
true, but even more basic is the 
fact that it is in accord with the 
promise of God. 

One of the sad breakdowns in 
modern life is that of proper honor 
and obedience to parents by chil- 
dren, In all too many homes God's 
order has been reversed and in- 
stead of honoring and obeying their 
parents, children (both young and 
old) have taken the place of ‘‘boss,” 
and mother and father must obey 
if they want peace and rest. 

The problem of juvenile delin- 
quency, or perhaps we should say 
more correctly, parental delinquen- 
cy, is right on our doorsteps now 
That means that the need for our 
lesson is both great and acute, The 
future happiness of hundreds of 
thousands of children and the pres- 
ent welfare of thousands of neglect- 
ed and boss-ridden parents will de 
pend on the intelligence and faith- 
fulness with which this lesson is 
taught in our churches, and the hon- 
esty of heart with which we all re- 
ceive its truth. 

I. The Responsibility 
(Exod, 20:12), 

“Ffonor thy father and thy mot! 
er’’—how good, and substanti 
right those words sound 

We are told by Paul that this is 
the ‘first commandment with prom 
ise’ (Eph. 6:1-3). The Lord was 
not making a bargoa 
seeking to draw out ol 
prize, but there is obvi 
reward in the observing of this com- 
mandment. 

Then too as the children of God 
(if we are such) through Jesus 
Christ, the first and most important 
consideration to come before us is, 
What is the mind and will of the 
Maker of us all resjarding this mat- 
ter of the relationship between par- 
ents and children? His words are 
plain: we are to ‘omer’? eur fa- 
thers and our mothers. 

The word ‘‘honor”’ 
a great many thmgs, but per- 
haps the three outstanding elements 
are respect, obedience and affection 

But men do not wish to follow 
God's direction, so we see next 

I, The Responsibility Evaded 
(Mark 7:9-13) 

Such an important commandment 
naturally held a high plaee in the 
thinking of the community, To vio- 
late it involved a measure of shame 
which men sought to avoid. So the 
Jews of Christ’s day devised a 
scheme which made it possible for 
a man to appear to be very religious 
even as he deprived his parents of 
the honor and help to which they 
were entitled by the law of God. 

The man who did not wish to sup 
port his aged and needy parents 
could entirely evade that God-given 
responsibility by declaring that his 
property: was ‘“‘Corban’’; that is 
dedicated by a vow to God. There- 
after no matter how great was the 
need of his parents they eould re- 
ceive nothing, and yet he could keap 
it and use it for himself. 

Thus do men make ‘‘the word of 
God of none effect’’ (v. 13) through 
their traditions. The method differs 
but the spirit persists even in 
our day. 

Jesus made short work of such 
trickery and evasion. He declared 
their man-made creeds and tradi- 
tions to be simply a means of mak- 
ing the command of God of none 
effect. Once more he condemns that 
formal religious observance which 
serves as a cloak for sin and 
selfishness. 

Ill, The Responsibility 
(Luke 2:51-52; Eph. 6:1-4). 

The manner in which children 
should be obedient to their parents 
and honor them in the home is beau- 
tifully exemplified in the life of our 
Lord, living as a boy in Nazareth 

In the home the growing youth 
finds the best place for normal, well- 
rounded development (v. 52). There 
is no substitute for the home. 

The words of the Holy ‘Spirit 
through Paul in Ephesians 6:1-4 
stress the same truth and enlarge 
upon it, 

This matter of honoring and obey- 
ing parents “is right,"’ says Paul, 
It is the Lord’s way, but it is also 
that which commends itself to ev- 
ery right-thinking person, 

There is tremendously important 
truth on the other side of the pic- 
ture, Parents are not to provoke 
their children to anger, to disre- 
spect or disobedience, 

May God help us who are parents 
that we may take to heart this part 
of our lesson. Our children are our 
most valuable possession,

Soil Conservation 
(Over Coffee County 


By G. 1 ia Howard, 
Soil Conservationist 

The five acres of kudzu on the 
farm of J. G. Young, of Curtis 
community, which was planted 
this spring, is proof that a good 
stund of kudzu can be obtained 
by proper land preparation and 
setting of erowns, Mr, Young pre- 
pared beds approximately five feet 
wide at intervals of 20 feet and 
applied phosphate at the rate of 
100 pounds per acre. After the 
beds had settled, the crowns were 
set about 34% feet apart on the 
beds., Almost 100% of the crowns 
survived and many of the plants 
have runners over 10 feet long. 
The amount of growth the kudzu 
has made so far may not be too 
encouraging, but it must be re- 
membered that it was planted on 
very poor, eroded, sandy soil 
where row -erops could not be 
rrown profitably.

FEE RACKET ON TERMINAL 
LEAVE PAY APPLICATIONS 

Veterans are “throwing their 
money away’ if they pay anyone 
a fee for processing an application 
or terminal leave pay, the State 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
states, because the service is avail- 
able to them without cost, 

“We have County Service Com- 
missioners in every county who 
ure ready and willing to help the 
veteran make out his application 
without charge,” said C, C, Hor 
ton, Department Head, “and vet- 
erans’ organizations will do the 
same thing.” 

Horton said, “lt has come to 
our attention that efforts are al- 
ready being made by individuals 
to collect from  ex-service men 
and women for such services.” 

Hach of the 67 county officers 
of the State Department of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs has already been 
alerted in preparation to handle 
the tremendous load of applica- 
tions which is anticipated.. 

Forms Not Yet Available 

The actual forms for the prep- 
aration of application for termi- 
nal leave pay have not yet been 
printed and some thirty days or 
more may elapse before any are 
available, Information coming out 
of Washington indicates that the 
application forms may be secured 
at any post office and in addition 
it is expected that the County Of- 
ficers of the State Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs will also have 
adequate supplies. The War De- 
partment requests that former 
service personnel entitled to ben- 
efit under the bill “take it easy’ 
for a while. They will not be ad- 
versely affected as the maturity 
date of the bonds will be deter- 
mined as of the date of discharge. 

Last-minute information ad- 
vises us that certified or photo- 
static copies of original dischare~ 
es or other official separation pa- 
pers will be accepted. Photostatic 
copies must be of such size as to 
be easily read and clearly legible. 
Certified copies must be made by 
a state or municipal official au- 
thorized by law to make such 
copies, 

Veterans are urged to have 
their original discharge  certifi- 
cates recorded as considerable de- 
lay is always experienced in get- 
ting certificates in lieu of lost or 
destroyed discharges from ‘the 
War Department. However, vet- 
erans who have lost or misplaced 
their original discharge  certifi- 
cates are urged to go immediately 
to the office of the County Ser- 
vice Commissioner and file an ap- 
plication for a certificate in lieu. 
All county offices of the State De- 
partment of Veterans’ Affairs 
have appropriate forms for mak- 
ing this type of application.
